Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 8-11, 13-16, 29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Taguchi (5,463,716). 

As to claim 1 , Taguchi teaches a method for determining spectral peak 
information, the method comprising the steps of: 

Receiving a current frame of speech, where the speech signal is split in to 
plurality of bands using band pass filters; 

Determining filter coefficients for the current frame; and 

Determining the peak for the speech signal (Figs.1, 5; Co.1, lines 45-50). 

As to claims 2-6, Taguchi teaches where the process is performed for 
consecutive frame of speech signal and where the power is calculated (Col.2, lines 13- 
27). 

Claims 8-11, 13-16, 29 and 31 are analogous to the claims addressed above and 
are rejected by Taguchi for the foregoing reason.
